The 
C inin) opened  u*  noon  on  tiia7tl»>  by  tb»- 
arrival  ol  lila  My  iltolog ical  Majesty  S.ilurn, 
at  tilt  route  Mol le,  one  of  I  lie  n*>»t  aitcivut 
bridge*-  lie  uauie  down  the  Tiber  accont 
(.lulled  by  a  uu inert. ua  auile  in  ancium 
Lanka. 

Amtdtt  lha  playing  of  maaic  and  other 
fedira  scene*  lie  lundt-d.  and  urn*  received 
by  thp  mnltans  adorn  of  Paaqninn  II.,  the 
God  6f  the  Carnival,  who  conducted  him 
with  Ilia  aitit'v  m  ancient  chariota  drawn 
by  oxen  to  the  city,  where  It*  was  met  by 
I’.iaquiito  hitnaelf  in  one  of  the  largest 
atjU'trca  of  the  city. 

Horn  a  Teaty  wna  nridu  liatwecn  thcac 
two  uugoat  peraonagea,  and  the  Carnival 
«u  d.-ebtred  open.  From  that  moment 
“confetth”  »  n»»rt  <Tf  Unto  and  flour  anl*- 
ataocc.  waa  thrown  Jy  all  and  at  all  for 
eight  daya.  two  day*  of  the  ten  being  re 
served  for  flowers  and  bonbons.  Many  a 
man  who  ventured  on  the  acme  of  nction 
in  a  silk  h  it  and  brmd  cloth  coat  went 
hotna  a  sadder  aad  a.  wiser  nmn.  For  in 
stance  one  day  1  saw  a  fellow,  evidently 
not  from  these  part*,  venture  on  the  Cora 
with  a  silk  niulirallv  In  hand  and  all  dressed 
to  kill  ;  he  looked  around  at  the  halehnies 
en  ench  side  as  If  he  had  conic  to  ass  am) 
not  to  lie  teti i.  bat  uuAwtunntcly  he  wo 
mistaken,  for  lie  had  not  linked  twie- 
when  a  shower  of  *•  confetti  ’’  knocked  tin 
gl.iMont  of  Ida  eye.  at.d  blenched  bi«  per¬ 
son  as  white  as  tne  driven  aoow.  He  tried 
to  put  up  Ilia  umbrella,  but  other  dificul- 
ties  met  hint  here  the  rnbtile  had  spied  ai 
object  for  motilatton,  and  In  Ini  than  tw. 
minutes  Im  waa  surroiin  h'd  by  a  crowd  o' 
m -iskesi  figure*,  some  pulling  Id#  whiskers 
others  slicking  pins  Sato  him,  and  otheia 
I  .lowing  flour  into  Ida  noatiils  and  eyes 
lie  Anally  got  the  precious  umbrella  open, 
and  waa  making  his  way  out  of  misery  a» 
fa»t  as  his  two  legs  could  car y  him.  when 
— O!  most  unmerciful  fate  I  a  p-ia-inc 
driver  stove  the  boft  of  Ids  whip  through 
the  top  of  the  flue  silk  umbrella,  and  1 
kaaw  him  iso  nmn  as  he  waa  like  the  rswt 
of  ua,  and  could  enjoy  the  Carnival  gri  ll- 
out  further  diaturlamce. 

Title  la  only  one  of  the  many  curious 
features  ot  tlw>  Carnival :  there  were  atree 
shows  wstkout  mid,  curioeo  coal  awes,  etc., 
etc.

The  last 
evening  vrrr .  tsvly  went  nround  wttf  a 
c  .mite  nr  caudles,  and  tried  to  put  hi* 
nr.gl.taw •  light  msl.  at  lha  aame  time 
keeping  hi*  own  lighted.

Orly  yesterday  n  friend  said,  "Hafe 
vou  a*-en  the  Capuclijn  convent  F'  Icon 
ht*ed  that  I  bid  not.no  ua  we  had  a  little 
apirv  time  wa  Started  off.  We  looked  at 
the  church  which  contained  s  tew  fine 
paintings,  and  like  ihe  grcater  part  of 
Italy  was  designed  or  planned  or  sumo- 
thing  elw>, by  Michael  Angelo.  When  wo 
were  naked  by  our  guide,  one  of  the  monks 
of  the  Capuchin  order,  If  we  would  like 
to  see  the  cemetery  ,  we  of  couise  ••  lilted,*1 
«u<l  to  he  gouducU'd  us  through  the  clois¬ 
ters  of  I ls«>  convent  [and  down  stairs  to  a 
sort  of  cellar,  wlu  re  v«  found  the  most 
curious  ccmct'  ry  that  was  ever  invented, 
and  I  must  s.y  tlmt  I  thought  the  fellow 
lisd  stolen  some  Yankee’s  p.itei.t,  for  1 
could  not  believe  that  it  til  the  invention 
of  an  Italian,  it  was  so  cleverly  done. 

It  consisted  of  n  suite  of  four  room*, 
containing  the  bones  of  all  the  monks  that 
ever  died  here.  These  bones  are  Axed  in 
llte  moat  f.iltlBSlic  niniiner  imaginable;  all 
thup  .rtaof  a  skeleton  art  si  p  .rated,  the 
skulls  in  un«  place,  the  shin  bones  iu 
suot|irr.  spinal  columns  in  another,  and  so 
on  in  the  most  systematic  order  possible.

fret.  The  marks  of  a  chi-el  are  too  plainly 
visible  on  this  block  of  white  marble 
which  c<rt<|in!y  was  not  used  for  road  pav 
lug  at  the  time  of  8t.  Peter1*  visit  to  lloiae 
This  is  only  one  of  many  such  impositions
